Gentlemen, 

I  beg-  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1915. 

BIRTHS. 

During  1915  the  births  registered  in  the  district  numbered 
276  (including  1  transferred  to  the  district),  giving  an  annual  birth 
rate  of  26’6  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Of  these  137 
were  Males  and  139  Females.  Included  in  the  above  are  5 
illegitimate  births,  2  Males  and  3  Females.  The  births  were

DEATHS. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  same 
period  numbered  146,  139  being  certified  and  7  uncertified.  The 
deaths  transferred  into  the  district  of  residents  whose  deaths 
occurred  outside  the  district  numbered  18.  The  deaths  of  non- 


residents  registered  in  the  district  numbered  5,  giving  a  nett  total 
of  159  deaths,  The  annual  rate  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
is  14*07  per  1,000,  and  the  nett  death  rate  15*32  per  1,000.  Of  the 
nett  deaths,  86  were  Males  and  73  Females.  The  deaths  occurred 
in  the  following  districts  : —

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  deaths  registered  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic 
diseases  numbered  33,  giving  an  annual  zymotic  rate  of  3  19  per 
1,000.  They  were  as  follows: — Smallpox,  o;  Measles,  21  ; 
Scarlet  Fever,  1  ;  Whooping  Cough,  1  ;  Diphtheria  and  Mem¬ 
braneous  Croup,  3  ;  Enteric  Fever,  1  ;  Diarrhoea,  6.  Total,  33. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  33, 
including  two  illegitimates,  and  this  gives  an  infant  mortalitvof  1 19. 

The  infant  mortality  is  the  proportion  of  deaths  under  one 
year  to  1,000  registered  births,  and  not  to  the  population. 


COMPARISON  WITH  PREVIOUS  YEARS. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1915  is  26*6,  that  for  1914  was  26*91, 

t 

showing  a  decreased  rate  of  3*2  compared  with  the  mean  for  10 
years,  1904-1913. 
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The  nett  Death  Rate  for  1915  is  15*32,  that  for  1914  was 
12*48,  thus  showing-  an  increased  rate  of  2^84  for  1915  and  a 
decreased  rate  of  '28  compared  with  the  mean  for  10  years, 
1904- 19 1 3. 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  for  1915  is  3*18,  that  for  1914  was 
0*96,  thus  showing"  an  increased  rate  of  2*22  for  1915  and  an 
increased  rate  of  *85  compared  with  the  mean  for  10  years. 

The  increase  in  both  the  nett  Death  Rate  and  the  Zymotic 
Death  Rate  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Measles  in  1915.  In  1914  no  deaths  from  Measles  were  certified. 

The  Infant  Mortality  for  1915  is  1 19,  that  for  1914  was  115, 
thus  showing  an  increase  of  4  for  1915  and  a  decrease  of  21 
compared  with  the  mean  for  10  years.

COMPARISON  WITH  COUNTY.

The  Birth  Rate  for  1915  is  2’85  above  the  average  for  the 
whole  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Lancashire  for  the  10  years, 
1904-1913,  and  0*7  above  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
same  period. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1915  is  t  "04  above  the  average  for  the 
County  for  10  years,  and  1*62  above  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales  for  the  same  period. 

The  Zymotic  Rate  is  1  73  above  the  average  for  the  County. 

The  Infant  Mortality  is  9  below  the  average  for  the  County, 
and  ’5  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for  ro  years. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  numbered  81, 
compared  with  82  in  1914  and  52  in  1913.

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TYPHOID  FEVER. 


Six  cases  were  notified  :  4  in  Lowton,  1  in  Astley,  and  1  in 
Cnlcheth.  All  were  in  persons  over  five  years  of  age.  4  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium. 

The  houses  were  visited  and  the  sanitary  defects  remedied. 
These  included  defective  drains  and  insufficient  ventilation. 

Death — 1  in  Lowton. 


SMALLPOX. 

The  district  has  been  free  from  this  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Thirty-one  cases  were  notified  :  13  occurring  in  persons  under 
5  years  of  age,  18  occurring  in  persons  over  5  years  of  age.  15  in 
Lowton,  3  in  Kenyon,  io  in  Astley,  and  3  in  Culcheth.  13  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium.  Death,  1 — in  Lowton. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANEOUS  CROUP. 

Six  cases  were  notified.  All  occurred  in  persons  over  5  years 
of  age,  4  in  Lowton,  1  in  Astley,  and  1  in  Culcheth.  Deaths,  3 
— all  in  Lowton. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Two  cases  notified  ;  both  in  persons  over  5  years.  1  in 
Lowton,  and  1  in  Culcheth.  Death,  1 — in  Lowton. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  all  occurring  in  infants  under  1  year 
of  age.  3  in  Astley,  1  in  Culcheth. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

One  case  was  notified  in  Lowton,  and  this  died. 
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MEASLES. 


Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  district  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  necessitated  the  closing-  of  the  various  schools. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  this  disease  and  its 
complications  was  21,  made  up  of  5  deaths  under  one  year  of  age, 
8  between  one  and  two  years,  5  between  two  and  five  years,  and 
3  between  five  and  fifteen  ye^rs.  13  occurred  in  Lowton,  7  in 
Astley,  and  1  in  Culcheth.

PHTHISIS. 

All  cases  were  visited,  and  instructions  given  as  to  the 
necessary  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  Four  cases  were  removed  to  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria  at 
Bull  Hill,  Darwen,  and  Shelf,  Halifax.  The  houses  were 
disinfected  afterwards. 

Nine  deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis,  including  1  at  Cottage 
Homes.  Lowton,  3  ;  Astley,  4  ;  Culcheth,  2.

The  unsatisfactory  system  still  exists  of  the  individual  tenants 
making  arrangements  for  the  emptying  and  removal  of  the  contents 
of  the  privies. 

If  the  Council  undertook  this  work,  it  could  be  done  at  regular 
intervals  and  more  frequently,  and  this  would,  no  doubt,  conduce 
to  an  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  district.

FOOD  SUPPLY,  &c. 

The  following-  samples  of  food  have  been  taken  for  analysis  : 

Lowton  :  Milk,  5. 

Astley  :  Milk,  7. 

These  have  been  reported  by  the  County  Analyst  to  be 
genuine. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  milk  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  dairies,  on  the  whole,  are  satisfactory. 

Defects  of  ventilation  and  light  in  the  cowsheds  were  pointed 
out  and  remedied.  Other  defects  were,  want  of  lime-washing-, 
drainage,  and  repairs.  Total  12.  All  remedied. 
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BAKEHOUSES. 


Only  one  defect  was  found  as  regards  drainage,  and  this  was 
remedied . 


LODGING-HOUSES. 

Four  defects  were  found,  overcrowding,  unregistered,  and 
lime-washing,  and  these  were  remedied. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

Two  defects,  viz.,  defective  drains  and  lime-washing,  which 
were  remedied. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Eight  defects  were  found  relating  to  cleanliness  and  defective 
sanitary  accommodation,  arid  these  were  remedied. 

50  Inspections  were  made  and  8  informal  notices  served. 

SCHOOLS. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  have  been  visited  and  attention 
called  to  a  few  minor  defects. 

The  privies  connected  with  the  schools  are  well  constructed, 
and,  on  the  whole,  are  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

The  attention  of  the  caretakers  was  called  to  the  necessity, 
from  a  health  point  of  view,  of  keeping  them  as  dry  as  possible, 
of  scattering  over  the  contents  dry  ashes  regularly  and  frequently, 
and  of  burning  (when  possible)  all  refuse  from  the  schools  instead 
of  depositing  it  in  the  privy. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  following  specimens  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Manchester 

Two  from  suspected  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever.  Both  gave 
a  positive  result. 


One  from  suspected  Diphtheria.  Result,  negative. 

One  from  suspected  Cerelro  Spinal  Meningitis.  Result, 
negative. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  September  ist,  and  notifications 
from  the  medcial  meu  and  midwives  are  coming  in  fa  rly 
satisfactorily.  No  visitor  has  yet  been  appointed  under  the  Act. 

On  receipt  of  a  notice  of  birth  a  printed  card  of  advice  on  the 
feeding  and  rearing  of  infants  is  posted  to  the  mother.
